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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments filed on 6/7/2007 are 
fully considered but not found persuasive. The applicant argues that it is not obvious to combine Kraemer and Ogasawara because in 
Kraemer the gift recipeint selects a list of retailers and not a list of gifts (see Remarks, page 3). The examiner respectfully does not agree 
because Kraemer does teach allowing gift-recipeints to select and register gifts and not only retailers (see col.5 ( lines 15-19). The 
applicant further argues (see Remarks, page 4 that "Kraemer never describes what these questions comprise, such as whether the 

questions relate to the giver himself or to the recipeint Based on this teaching, it is possible that the recipeint has not authorized the 

giver to view the registry". The examiner again disagrees with the Applicant. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., asking questions such as 

whether the questions relate to the giver himself or to the recipeint ) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 

interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims.
